In the face of these obstacles 
we are soon to be confronted with 
the support of our annual budget. 
Some will look to selfish gains. 
Some will want to practice ex¬ 
treme frugality. A final group 
j will provide funds as in any nor¬ 
mal years. You may not be one 
who actually votes on budget re¬ 
quests but certainly you are one 
who will be affected and you 
should be challenged to take a 
stand whether expressed or other¬ 
wise. 

I have so often heard the ex¬ 
pression in Town budgeting “this 
is not the year” for this type of 
expenditure. This philosophy, n 
the face of inflation, would prob¬ 
ably imply that this expenditure 
would never be proposed Ly this 
voter. And yet history tells us 
that over an extended period this 
type of procrastination has con¬ 
tinuously cost more. Strange as 
it may sound, in almost every 
case, the second and higher cost 
proposal usually met less opposi¬ 
tion than the first request. These 
are the apparent effects of fru¬ 
gality. 

Last year there was a general 
increase in wages to all Town 
employees. The voters accepted 
this gracefully and so did the 
average employee.
